Gentlemen, 


I  have  now  the  pleasure  of  submitting  for  your 
consideration  the  second  report  of  the  new  series,  covering  the 
year  1896. 

From  it  you  will  gather  that,  all  things  considered,  the 
sanitary  condition  of  your  districts  has  been  satisfactory,  indeed, 
if  judged  only  by  the  death-rate,  it  has  never  shewn  a  better 
record. 

As  against  a  low  rate  of  12*65  last  year,  we  now  present 
the  remarkably  low  one  of  10*28,  and  1  may  safely  state  that  if 
the  figures  of  the  actual,  instead  of  the  estimated,  population  had 
been  available  for  calculation,  the  return  would  have  been  below 
10  per  1000  living. 

The  outlook  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  not  hopeful, 
for  the  death  returns  came  in  very  fast  ;  but  the  long,  dry 
summer,  with  its  healthier  influence,  served  as  a  set  ofiP  against 
the  damp,  unwholesome  first  three  months  of  the  year,  with  the 
result  recorded  above.

The  number  of  births  registered  was  173,  giving  a  birth 
rate  of  22*52  per  1,000. 

Compared  with  the  173  births,  the  19  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  gives  an  infantile  mortality  of  109  8. 

There  is  this  year  no  marked  disproportion  in  the  death- 
rates  of  the  different  parishes,  such  as  existed  last  year  between 
Great  Stanmore  and  Pinner;  for  while  the  rate  in  the  former 
has  fallen  from  19'37  to  10-23,  that  in  the  latter  has  risen  from 
6*59  to  8  23.  But  once  more  I  must  caution  you  against 
attaching  too  much  importance  to  calculations  based  upon  small 
numbers. 

You  will,  however,  observe  with  pleasure  tliat  Pdgware 
shews — not  only  the  lowest  death-rate  of  the  five  parishes,  but 
has  also  beaten  its  own  best  record  by  many  points.  The  sister 
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parish  of  Little  Stanmore,  with  three  fatal  cases  of  roeasles,  has 
a  death-rate  of  only  13*46,  so  that  I  think  you  may  fairly  con¬ 
gratulate  yourselves  on  the  success  of  the  means  you  have 
adopted,  at  great  cost,  to  improve  this  portion  of  your  district. 

The  brook  is  no  longer  the  sinuous  open  cesspit  which  was 
a  terror  to  me  in  the  earlier  days  of  my  tenure  of  office,  and  one 
can  pass  through  the  village  of  Edgware  without  being  painfully 
reminded  of  the  stenches  peculiar  to  an  Oriental  city  or  a 
Venetian  canal. 

The  provision  of  a  system  of  sewage  has  infused  new  life 
into  this  village.  Most  of  the  old  rookeries  have  been  pulled 
down,  or  renovated,  and  an  air  of  prosperity  prevails. 

Of  the  principal  Zymotic  diseases  only  3  produced  fatal 
results,  viz.,  Diphtheria  3,  Measles  3,  Whooping  Cough  1, 
total  7. 

All  these  7  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  5  years  of 

age. 


The  zymotic  mortality  is  then  0*91  per  1000  living  as 
against  1*18  last  year. 

Of  the  above  three  zymotic  diseases,  only  one  (Diphtheria) 
is  notifiable,  so  that  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  draw  any 
inferences  from  the  records  of  the  other  two  (Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough). 

Twenty-four  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  with  three 
deaths,  giving  a  percentage  mortality  of  12*5.  This  is  a  very 
low  rate,  and  indicates  a  mild  form  of  the  disease. 

I  should  much  like  to  see  the  returns  under  this  head,  both 
in  notifications  and  deaths,  still  further  reduced,  but  I  am  afraid, 
that  as  long  as  road  level  openings  into  the  sewers  are  allowed 
to  exist,  it  is  useless  to  look  for  any  great  improvement.

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In  spite  of  anything  that  may  be  said  to  the  contrary  effect, 
I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  association  between  Diphtheria 
and  Sewer  Gas  is  so  close,  that  an  outbreak  of  the  former  may 
almost  invariably  be  correctly  ascribed  to  an  escape  of  the 
latter. 

Faulty  house  connections  and  defective  closet  apparatus 
are,  of  course,  responsible  for  many  cases,  and  the  whole  of  the 
blame  cannot  be  said  to  attach  to  road  level  gratings  ;  but  T  have 
been  able  on  so  many  occasions  in  the  past  ten  years  to  trace 
the.  source  of  infection  to  these  latter,  that  I  feel  bound  to  bring 
the  matter  again  before  your  notice,  and  to  advise  you  to  replace 
such  of  them  as  may  be  proved  to  be  offensive  by  Standard 
ventilating  shafts. 

The  instructive  illustration  which  I  gave  you  in  my  last 
report  of  the  outbreak  at  Edgware,  and  its  association  with 
ground-level  ventilators  (commonly  called  road  gratings),  w’as 
only  one  of  a  long  series  which  have  come  under  my  notice. 

Another,  precisely  similar  in  its  essential  features,  has 
recently  occurred  in  a  neighbouring  district.  Compelled,  by  the 
duties  of  my  private  practice,  to  visit  this  village,  I  am  con¬ 
stantly  struck  by  the  foul  stenches  met  with  at  certain  points  on 
the  high  road.  On  several  occasions  1  have  taken  the  trouble  to 
trace  these  stenches  to  the  gratings  (in  the  “  green-sward  ”)  of 
a  recently  constructed  main  sewer.  Need  I  tell  you  that  for 
many  months  Diphtheria  has  been  prevalent  in  the  village,  and 
that  it  still  exists  there.  Up  to  the  time  of  writing  I  see  no 
signs  of  any  attempt  to  improve  this  state  of  affairs,  and 
standard  ventilators  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence.  It  will 
be  interesting  to  watch  the  progress  of  the  disease  in  this 
favoured  locality. 

In  connection  with  the  now  established,  and  a[)parently 
successful,  treatment  of  Diphtheria  by  antitoxic  serum,  an  early 
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and  correct  diagnosis  of  the  case  is  absolutely  essential.  •  In 
many  cases  this  is  impossible  without  a  bacteriological  investi¬ 
gation,  which  it  is  practically  impossible  for  the  general  practi¬ 
tioner  to  make  for  himself,  and  it  is  scarcely  reasonable  to 
expect  him  to  incur  the  expense,  'pro  bono  publico,  of  which  this 
investigation  by  such  a  body  as-  the  British  Institute  of  Pre¬ 
ventive  Medicine  entails.  I  would  therefore  suggest,  that  in 
any  doubtful  case  of  throat  disease,  when  .the  medical  attendant 
has  reason  to  suspect  the  existence  of  Diphtheria,  he  may  be 
empowered  to  forward  a  specimen  to  the  Institute  of  Preventive 
Medicine,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  examination  be  defrayed  by 
your  Board.  I  believe  that  this  course  has  been  adopted  by  a 
neighbouring  Board  with  satisfactory  result,  special  terms 
having  been  arranged  with  the  Institute. 

This  recommendation,  of  course,  does  not  apply  to  the  case 
of  an  individual  who  can  obviously  afford  to  defray  the  cost 
himself. 

Though  the  number  of  notifications  of  Zymotic  Diseases 
has  risen  from  52  (last  year)  to  57  (this  year),  nothing  in  the 
nature  of  an  epidemic  has  prevailed.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that,  though  no  causal  relation  between  the  two  diseases  existed, 
the  ratio  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  to  those  of  Scarlet  Fever 
remains  the  same,  the  former  being  still  slightly  in  advance  of

Measles  caused  three  deaths,  all  in  Little  Stanmore.  I 
believe  the  total  number  of  cases  was  few,  and  that  the  deaths 
represent  a  high  rate  of  mortality.  All  those  in  whom  the 
disease  ended  fatally  were  under  five  years  of  age,  and  the 
deaths  occurred  in  the  first  two  months  of  the  year.

The  solitary  death  from  Whooping  Cough  occurred  in 
Pinner,  the  deceased  being  under  five  years  of  age. 

Of  the  20  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  5  occurred  in  Oreat 
Stanmore,  6  in  Edgware  Parish  (Elstree),  and  9  in  Pinner. 

In  Elstree  the  disease  was  contracted  from  an  adjoining 
parish,  and  was,  to  my  mind,  clearly  due  to  neglect  on  the  part 
of  certain  individuals  in  whose  children  the  disease  was  known 
to  exist.  The  most  stringent  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent 
its  spread,  and,  I  am  happy  to  say,  with  complete  success, 
means  of  effective  isolation  being  available. 

In  a  group  of  cases  which  occurred  in  Pinner,  the  only 
probable  source  of  infection  appeared  to  be  a  cat,  which  had 
recently  come  from  an  infected  locality.  In  no  case  did  a  fatal 
result  ensue. 

Two  cases  of  Typhoid  were  reported.  One  each  in  Great 
Stanmore  and  Harrow  W^eald. 

The  one  in  Great  Stanmore  occurred  in  that  wretched  block 
of  buildings  known  by  the  singularly  inappropriate  name  of 
Belvidere,  the  condition  of  which  you  have  had  brought  under 
your  notice  by  Mr.  W^ebb  and  myself. 

The  Harrow  Weald  case  was  removed  from  Pinner,  but  was 
probably  contracted  in  London,  where  the  patient  was  employed. 

Both  cases  recovered. 

Ten  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported,  and  the  usual  pre¬ 
cautions  were  taken. 

One  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  notified — but  not  a 
single  death  in  child-bed  was  registered. 

On  the  whole,  the  year  has  been,  happily,  uneventful,  and 
the  result  is  correspondingly  gratifying. 
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Thanks  to  the  exertions  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr. 
Webb),  the  owners  of  some  cottage  properties  have  bestirred 
themselves,  and,  in  many  instances,  a  marked  improvement  is 
the  result. 

Many  of  the  old  eye-sores  ”  still  remain  however,  and  to 
them  I  suggest  that  he  should  turn  his  attention. 

The  condition  of  Belvidere,  Great  Stanmore,  is,  if  possible, 
worse  than  at  the  time  of  my  last  report ;  but  I  am  informed 
that  negotiations  are  pending  which,  if  carried  through,  will 
give  you  an  excellent  opportunity  for  bringing  pressure  to  bear 
upon  the  owners.  Several  cases  of  throat  disease  and  one 
obscure  case  of  Typhoid  have  occurred  in  this  ‘‘  rookery  ” 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  the  limit  of  endurance  has 
been  reached.  Many  of  the  cottages  should  be  closed  forth¬ 
with  ;  but  what  is  to  become  of  their  inmates  ? 

The  one  great  and  increasing  want  in  this  village  is  proper 
cottage  accommodation  ;  but  no  one  seems  willing  to  provide  it, 
though  it  is  surely  a  safer  form  of  investment  than  bogus 
African  mines. 

Mr.  Webb  informs  me  that  the  Sewage  Farms  under  his 
care  are  working  as  satisfactorily  as  can  be  expected.  On  the 
question  of  the  Great  Stanmore  effluent,  I  presume  that  it  would 
be  improper  for  me  to  dilate,  as  litigation  is  now  pending  upon 
the  subject.  You  have  seen  Dr.  Stevenson’s  report,  and  have 
every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  it. 

In  Pinner,  the  insecure  nature  of  a  clay  bed  has  been 
exemplified,  and  a  considerable  length  of  piping  has  been 
broken  up,”  with  the  result  of  a  block  in  the  flow  and  an 
escape  of  sewage  through  the  gratings. 

So  far,  the  only  recognised  means  of  preventing  this 
disaster  (for  it  is  nothing  less)  is  by  laying  the  pipes  on  a  con¬ 
crete  bed — an  expensive  process,  and  one  wliieh  considerably

Sewers 
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retards  the  progress  of  the  work.  As*  an  alternative,  I  would 
suggest  the  ‘employment  of  old  disused  railway  rails,  bolted 
together  by  “  fish-plates,”  and  embedded  in  the  clay,  either  in 
single  row  or  double.  This  forms  a  cheap  and  efficient  stiffening,' 
on  which  the  drain  pipes  (well  packed  around)  can  be  laid,  and 
will  prevent  the  joints  from  being  broken  by  the  unequal 
expansion  and  contraction  of  the  clay  beds,  which  now  proves 
destructive  to  their  soundness. 

The  pattern  of  the  pipes  at  present  in  common  use  leaves 
much  be  desired,  as  does  the  method  of  their  bonding.  Deep 
collars  with  a  cement  bond  are  absolutely  valueless  in  our  soil, 
for  rim-fracture  will  certainly  result  from  their  use.  A  large 
fortune  awaits  anyone  who  can  invent  a  joint  which  will  with¬ 
stand  the  erratic  movements  of  a  clay  bed. 

In  Edgware  and  Little  Stanmore  nearly  all  the  house  con¬ 
nections  have  been  made.  There  should  be  no  further  delay  in 
their  completion. 

In  Great  Stanmore  the  question  of  a  main  sewer  must  soon 
be  considered.  The  present  makeshift  will  not  long  suffice  for 
the  needs  of  the  parish,  and  I  feel  certain  many  connections 
between  house  drains  and  the  storm-water  road  drains  exist, 
with  the  inevitable  result,  in  seasons  of  drought,  of  the  escape  of 
sewer  gas  through  the  road  gullies. 

In  a  new  system  the  rain  water  should  be  kept  out  of  the 
sewers,  and  poured,  uncontaminated,  into  the  tributaries  of  the 
brook  above  the  Sewage  Farm.  At  the  same  time  provision 
for  the  thorough  ventilation  of  the  system  by  shafts  should  be 
made,  ah  initio, 

I  doubt  if  the  plans  will  be  passed  unless  they  show  the 
customary  road  level  “  death-trap,”  but  these  should  be  designed 
to  be  as  inexpensive  as  possible,  and  such  that  they  can  be  easily 
closed  and  connected  with  the  standard  ventilators. 
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This  noisome  nuisance  is  still  in  existence,  in.  spite  of  the 
fact  that  every  year  that  passes  I  am  compelled  to  call  your 
attention  to  it,  and  also  of  the  fact  that  every  month  adds  to  the 
foulness  of  the  swamp  around  the  catch-pits.  Mr.  Webb  has 
prepared  a  scheme  which,  if  carried  out,  will  remove  the  bulk  of 
the  contributary  sewage  ;  but  the  scheme  is  necessarily  a  costly 
one,  and  the  question  of  the  assessment  of  the  proportion  of  the 
-  cost  to  be  borne  by  the  interested  bodies  is,  I  believe,  as  usual 
the  stumbling-block.  If  something  could  be  done  to  remedy 
this  horrible  nuisance  I  should  feel  that  I  had  -not  been  for  years 
Quixotically  tilting  at  a  windmill. 

This  very  necessary  institution-  is  still  in  the  stage  of  con¬ 
ception.  Let  me  once  more  assure  you  that  before  vervlonof  you 
will  have  cause  to  regret  the  delav  in  its  birth.  If  anv  one  of 
the  three  joint  ovmers  of  the  land  decline  to  co-operate  in  its 
construction,  cannot  the  remaining  two  buy  out  the  other's 
interest,  and  build  on  their  own  account  ? 

Public  opinion,  like  all  other  ponderous  bodies,  is  not  easily 
set  in  motion,  but  when  once  the  moment  of  inertia  is  overcome, 
it  moves  to  some  purpose. 

Public  opinion  in  Kngland  has  at  last  yielded  to  the  impulse 
of  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  upon  Tuberculosis,  and 
is  slowly  becoming  awake  to  the  fact  that  thousands  of  young 
lives  are  annuallv  lost  through  tubercular  disease  due  to  milk 
infection — sacrificed  in  fact,  to  the  greed  of  gain  of  those  who, 
ignorantly  or  wilfully,  supply  milk  to  the  people,  from  cattle 
suffering  from  tuberculous  disease. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  practical  hygiene,  it  is  hair¬ 
splitting  folly  to  contend  that  only  those  cows  which  are  suffering 
from  tubercular  affections  of  the  udder  can  give  infected  milk.

Even  if  this  contention  is  true — which  I  take  leave  to 
doubt — who  is  to  tell  that  the  cow,  which  to-day  only  presents 
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evidence  of  tubercular  lungs,  may  not  a  month  hence  develope 
the  disease  in  her  udder. 

It  is  now  practically  admitted  that  Tubercular  Meningitis 
and  Tabes  Mesenterica  are  due  to  the  introduction  of  food  infected 
with  tubercle  into  the  alimentary  canal,  and,  when  the  victim  is 
very  young,  to  the  consumption  of  infected  milk. 

I  am  led  to  make  these  introductory  remarks  by  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  death  returns  before  me,  for  I  find  that  no  less 
than  6  deaths,  out  of  a  total  of  30  (under  15  years  of  age),  are 
attributed  to  Tubercular  Meningitis  or  'I’abes  Mesenterica. 


Of  these,  one  only  was  6  years  old.  The  others  were  all 
under  5  years  of  age — viz.,  3  under  1  year  ;  one  1^  years  ;  and 
one  2  years. 

Thus,  6  out  of  30,  or  20  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaths  in  your 
districts  under  15  years  of  age,  are  due  to  a  disease  which,  in 
all  human  probability,  is  produced  by  an  impure  milk  supply. 

Now,  what  would  be  said  if  the  same  percentage  of  deaths 
could  be  traced,  with  anything  like  the  same  certainty,  to  a 
contaminated  water  supplj  ? 

Why  !  Gentlemen,  there  would  be  a  general  outcry,  and 
the  Local  Government  Board  would  send  an  inspector  to  report 
as  to  the  cause. 

One  great  factor  in  the  difference  between  the  two  cases  is 
this.  The  bad  water  would  affect  the  old,  who  are  able  to  think 
and  act  for  themselves;  whereas,  the  bad  milk  chiefly  poisons 
the  very  young,  who  can  only  suffer  pitifully,  and  wonder  why 
their  poor  little  bodies  are  wracked  with  fever  and  pain. 

The  remedy  is  simple  enough,  and  is  readily  available — 
for  I  maintain  that  any  cow  that  shews  well  marked  evidence  of 
tubercular  disease  is  unfit  to  supply  milk  for  public  use  and 


consumption.  If  the  owner  likes  to  drink  the  milk  himself,  let 
him  do  so  ;  but  he  certainly  should  not  be  allowed  to  supply  it 
to  others— for  profit. 

If  a  man  has  a  glandered  horse,  he  is  compelled  to  notify 
the  fact,  and  have  it  slaughtered. 

I  beg  therefore,  in  all  earnestness,  to  make  the  following 
suggestion : — That,  subject  to  legal  opinion,  a  bye-law  be  by 
you  enacted,  empowering  the  District  Veterinary  Inspector  to 
inspect  all  the  cattle  in  the  area  under  your  control  supplying 
milk  for  sale  to  the  public. 

That  he  be  empowered,  in  any  case  in  which  he  may  con¬ 
sider  it  advisable,  to  apply  the  tuberculin  test  to  the  suspected 
animal ;  and  that  should  the  animal,  on  a  second  inoculation, 
again  shew  evidence  of  being  affected  with  tuberculosis,  the 
owner  of  such  animal  shall  be  forthwith  informed  of  the  result 
(in  writing),  and  shall  be  cautioned  not  to  offer  the  milk  from 
this  animal  for  sale. 

That  the  owner,  on  receipt  of  the  official  intimation  as  to 
the  condition  of  an  infected  beast,  shall  at  once  effectually 
isolate  this  beast  from  the  rest  of  his  herd,  until  such  time  as  he 
may  be  able  to  slaughter,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  it. 

The  matter  is  a  serious  one,  and  is  ripe  for  immediate 
consideration. 

It  is  one  which  has  for  a  long  time  past  interested  me,  and 
you  will  remember  that  I  alluded  to  it  in  my  last  year’s  report. 

T  have  carefully  watched  the  development  of  the  move¬ 
ment  which  is  now  taking  place  among  various  bodies  in  different 
parts  of  tliis  and  other  countries,  and  I  wish  to  see  your  Board 
in  the  van,  rather  than  in  the  rear-guard,  of  those  to  whose  care 
the  public  health  is  committed.  I  append  the  report  of  your 
Building  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  which  speaks  for  itself,  and 
represents  a  large  amount  of  good,  solid  work. 
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In  spite  of  the  fact  that  a  great  press  of  work  has  inter¬ 
fered  most  seriously  with  the  completion  of  this  report,  it  will 
be  in  the  hands  of  your  Clerk  by  the  31st  instant,  the  time  limit 
allowed  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

Once  more  I  have  to  thank  you  for  the  courteous  considera¬ 
tion  you  have  shewn  me,  and  to  assure  you  that  I  am  at  all  times 
ready  and  anxious  to  do  anything  in  my  power  to  assist  you.
